1. The present application concerns "a method of call admission control for continuous 
stream of data packet switched networks". 

2. One prior art solution (D1) of call admission control for continuos stream of data 
packet switched networks includes at least two local area networks communicating 
with one another across a connecting network. 

The problem to be solved by the application is how to control call admission. 

3. This is achieve by the subject-matter of claim 1 , in particular by the method steps of 
determining success rates of previous calls from a first local area network to a 
second area network; determining current packet loss rate for calls from the first local 
area network to the second area network; and deciding to drop the call attempt based 
on the current packet loss rate and the success rates of previous calls. 

4. The technical effect of these additional method steps is a new way to control call 
admission for continuous stream of data packet switched networks based on both the 
current packet loss rate and the success rates of previous calls. 

5. The subject-matter of the present invention as claimed in claim 1 is neither disclosed 
nor rendered obvious by the remaining prior art document cited in the International 
Search Report since said document which relate to a method for controlling call 
admission, do not describe or render obvious the control of calls based on both the 
current packet loss rate and the success rates of previous calls. 

6. The subject-matter of claim 1 therefore is considered to be new and to involve an

7. As claim 2 is dependent on claim 1 , claim 2 also meets the requirements of Article 
33(2) and (3) PCT. 
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CLAIMS: 

1. A method of call admission control for a continuous stream of data in 
packet switched networks including at least two local area networks 

5 communicating with one another across a connecting network, the method 

comprising the steps of: 

a) determining success rates of previous calls from a first local area 
network to a second local area network; 

b) determining current packet loss rate for calls from the first local 
10 area network to the second local area network; and 

c) deciding to drop the call attempt based on the current packet loss 
rate and the success rates of previous calls. 

2. A method according to claim 1 , wherein step c) includes the steps of: 

d) transmitting a burst of trial data from a first node in the first local 
15 area network through the connecting network to a second node in 

the second local area network; 

e) reflecting the burst of trial data received at the second node back 
to the first node; 

f) receiving the reflected burst of trial data at the first node through 
20 the connecting network; and 

g) comparing the reflected burst of trial data to the transmitted burst 
of trial data to determine whether transmission of a continuous 
stream of data can be initiated from the first node in the first local 
area network to the second node in the second local area
